I have  now  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1944,  on 
the  Health  Conditions  of  the  Borough.  There  are  no  special  comments 
to  make:  the  number  of  deaths  registered  is  less  than  in  1943:  there 
was  quite  a number  of  notifications  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 


Public  Health  Officers 

The  same  officials  are  carrying  on  for  the  present.

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VITAL  STATISTICS 
Births 

There  were  255  live  births  registered  during  the  year — 128  males  and 
127  females.  This  gives  a Birth-rate  of  23.5  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population — the  average  of  England  and  Wales  being  16.5.  This  is  more 
than  in  1943,  when  the  total  number  was  209.  There  were  16  illegitimate 
births  (boys  3,  girls  13),  none  of  these  children  died.  There  were  5 still 
births  registered  (3  male  and  2 females),  and  none  of  these  were  illegiti- 
mate.

The  number  actually  registered  was  280.  From  this  must  be  deducted 
the  deaths  of  157  persons  who  belonged  to  other  districts.  On  the  other 
side  we  must  add  31  deaths  in  other  districts  that  must  be  ascribed  to  this

There  were  199  deaths  in  Public  Institutions  in  the  district: — 182  in 
Bensted  House,  6 in  the  Cottage  Hospital,  and  11  in  the  Nursing  Homes. 
There  were  6 deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  223  of  persons 
of  the  age  of  65  and  upwards. 

The  result  is  a net  total  of  154  deaths.  This  gives  for  the  Borough  a 
Death-rate  for  the  year  1944  of  14.2,  which  is  above  the  average  for  the 
whole  kingdom  which  is  given  as  12.1. 


Infantile  Mortality 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  was  8 (7  males  and  1 
female),  as  against  6 in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a ratio  of  31.3  per 
1,000  births,  against  29  in  1943.  The  average  for  the  whole  country  is  46. 
No  illegitimate  infant  died  during  the  year.

In  addition  to  their  Transport  work,  the  members,  of  the  Nursing 
Division  have  made  numerous  attendances  at  the  Hospital  and  the  various 
School,  Welfare  and  Maternity  Clinics  throughout  the  year,  and  are  also 
carrying  out  the  treatment  of  Scabies  cases. 


Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes 

There  are  two  private  Nursing  Homes  in  the  Borough,  which  are 
licensed  for  the  reception  of  Maternity  cases. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre 

This  has  been  established  for  some  years  and  is  held  at  the  Queen’s 
Hall  twice  a week,  having  been  open  103  days.  Four  hundred  and  forty- 
five  children  attended,  and  have  made  4,145  attendances. 

An  Ante-natal  Clinic  is  held  on  Tuesdays  and  has  had  a total  of  308 
attendances,  and  was  open  22  times.  Attended  by  119  mothers.

The  occupations  carried  on  in  these  places  show  no  change  from  pre- 
vious reports. 

These  have  all  been  regularly  inspected  and  kept  up  to  a proper  stan- 
dard of  cleanliness  and  ventilation  and  provision  of  proper  sanitary  con- 
veniences, and  overcrowding  has  been  prevented. 

Schools 

The  five  Schools  in  the  Borough  remain  as  before  in  their  situations 
and  sanitary  arrangements. 
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Medical  Inspection  and  Treatment 

Regular  inspection  as  required  by  the  Board  of  Education  has  been 
carried  out  on  the  children  entering  school,  and  also  at  the  ages  of  8 and  13. 
Re-examinations  and  special  examinations  have  also  been  made  as  neces- 
sary, the  total  number  of  children  examined  amounting  to  99.7. 

The  School  Clinics  and  their  arrangements  have  been  continued 
throughout  the  year  on  the  same  lines  as  previously.

Infectious  Disease

of  a milder  type  than  in  1943;  no  deaths  have  been  attributed  to  it.  The 
total  number  of  notifications  is  more  than  in  1943,  viz.,  176  as  against  87.

The  increase  in  number  is  due  to  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  spring 
and  summer:  also  to  an  increase  in  cases  of  whooping  cough  at  the  end 
of  the  year,. 
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There  were  4 deaths  from  Pneumonia  and  7 deaths  certified  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  I.  received  during  the  year  14  notifications 
under  Form  1,  and  9 under  Form  2. 

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925, 
Section  62.  ' 


Anti-Diphtheria  Immunisation 

I must  strongly  impress  upon  parents  the  desirability  of  having  their 
children  immunised  at  the  age  of  one  year,  which  can  be  done  free  of 
charge  to  them  by  their  own  medical  men;  attention  has  been  drawn  to 
this  through  the  School  Teachers,  Health  Visitors  and  Welfare  Workers, 
and  by  distribution  of  leaflets;  process  is  still  being  carried  on;  but  the 
need  must  be  kept  before  the  public  as  fresh  generations  of  children  come 
into  existence. 

It  will  be  noted  that  no  case  was  notified  during  the  year  that  had 
previously  been  immunised.  A total  of  115  children  have  been  immunised 
during  the  past  year. 


Scabies 

The  First  Aid  Post  at  the  Mount  has  been  used  for  the  treatment  of 
Scabies.  A total  of  233  cases  has  been  treated,  132  of  which  were  resident 
in  the  Borough.

Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report

Your  Worship  and  Gentlemen, 

Owing  to  war  conditions  the  Minister  of  Health  has  again  intimated 
that  reports  shall  contain  only  essential  information.  I therefore  submit 
the  following  brief  report  covering  the  main  items  of  sanitary  work 
carried  out  during  the  year. 


Housing 

Three  representations  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 
have  been  made  during  the  year.  These  dealt  with  No.  91,  West  Street 
and  Nos.  12  and  14  Flood  Lane. 

After  consideration  Demolition  Orders  were  made  by  the  Council 
on  each  house.  The  West  Street  house  together  with  No.  92  adjoining 
(on  which  an  Order  was  made  provisional)  have  since  been  demolished 
by  the  owners. 

No  routine  inspection  of  houses  was  possible  on  account  of  shortage 
of  materials  and  labour.  There  is  much  repair  work  considerably  overdue 
especially  in  the  houses  coming  within  the  Regulations.  Complaints 
received  were  investigated  and  the  nuisances  remedied  as  early  as  possible. 

One  statutory  notice  was  served  under  the  Public  Health  Act. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  usual  enquiries  were  made  in  connection  with  notified  cases  and 
54  rooms  disinfected  for  various  reasons. 

Water 

Seven  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  for 
chemical  analysis;  four  of  these  were  from  the  Public  Supply  and  reported 
on  as  of  excellent  organic  quality.  The  remainder  taken  from  wells 
shewed  that  springs  were  affected  by  the  recent  dry  seasons.  The  quality 
however  shewed  improvement  later  in  the  year. 

Nine  samples,  six  of  which  were  from  the  Public  Supply,  were  sent 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  similar  results  shown  in  the  reports. 
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Meat  and  Foods 


The  system  of  centralised  slaughtering  under  the  Government  scheme 
has  continued  to  work  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  thus  affording 
better  facilities  for  meat  inspection  and  the  control  of  “ doubtful  ” animals. 
I think  there  is  a definite  public  opinion  against  the  revival  of  the  private 
slaughterhouse  in  post-war  administration.

610  inspections  were  made  at  the  slaughterhouse  and  315  at  meat,  fish 
and  other  shops. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  organs  surrendered  on  account  of  disease 
or  unsound  conditions  was  10468  lbs.  Other  food  inspections  resulted  in 
the  surrender  of  canned  meat,  fish,  milk,  vegetables,  eggs,  etc.  amounting 
to  3,680  lbs.,  making  a total  weight  of  14148  lbs. — over  6?  tons. 

The  number  of  animals  found  wholly  or  partly  diseased  was  303, 
while  79%  of  the  total  weight  of  meat  and  organs  surrendered  was  an 
account  of  tuberculosis.
